Biographies 


Trained as a classical pianist and 
conductor, MIKE HOLOBER began 
his apprenticeship as a jazz pianist and 
composer after moving to New York City 
in 1986. He has worked with some of the 
best jazz artists on the scene, and can be 
heard on over 50 recordings as a sideman. 

His own projects include The Mike 
Holober Quintet and The Gotham Jazz 
Orchestra. The quintet’s first recording, 
Canyon, was released in 2003, and Wish 
List -featuring Tim Ries on saxophone, 
Brian Blade on drums, Wolfgang 
Muthspiel on guitar, and John Patitucci on 
bass -came out in 2006. The Gotham Jazz 
Orchestras Thought Trains (2005) received 
a 4 star review in DownBeat Magazine 
and was listed as one of the magazine’s 
outstanding CDs of 2005. Quake, the 
orchestra’s most recent recording, was 
released on Sunnyside Records in January 
2009 and also received a 4 star review in 
DownBeat Magazine. 

Mike’s work as a composer and 
arranger has earned him a reputation as 
one of New York’s most respected jazz 
writers. With his recent appointment 
as associate director of the BMI Jazz 
Composers’ Workshop he has joined the 
ranks of writers such as Bob Brookmeyer, 
Manny Albam, and Jim McNeely. He is 
also artistic director and conductor of 
Westchester Jazz Orchestra, a non-profit 
organization that performs a regular 
program of newly commissioned works 
each year. 

Mike’s arrangements and compositions 
have been performed and/or recorded 
by The HR Big Band in Frankfort, 

The WDR Big Band in Cologne, The 
Westchester Jazz Orchestra, The Vanguard 
Jazz Orchestra, The Gotham Wind 
Symphony, The Airmen Of Note, The 
Army Blues, Prism Saxophone Quartet, 
New York Saxophone Quartet, The Catskill 


Symphony Orchestra, The Schenectady 
Symphony Orchestra, many New York City 
based small jazz groups, as well as student 
groups such as The Eastman Jazz Ensemble 
and the Orchestra of the Conservatory 
in Innsbruck, Austria. As a pianist he 
has performed and recorded with The 
Stockholm Jazz Orchestra, The Vanguard 
Jazz Orchestra, John Patitucci, The Tim 
Ries Rolling Stones Project, Nick Brignola, 
Jason Rigby, Darcy James Argues Secret 
Society, The Anita Brown Jazz Orchestra, 
The NewYorkestra, Pete McGuinness, Dave 
Pietro, Charles Pillow, John Abercrombie, 
Tim Hagans, Peter Erskine and many 
others. 

Mike toured Venezuela as a Cultural 
Connect Envoy for the U.S. State 
Department (June 2005), playing concerts 
of his original works for jazz quintet and 
orchestra with symphonies in Merida, 
Maracaibo, Caracas, and Valencia. He 
remains active as a composer in the 
contemporary classical idiom with 
commissions for chamber works and he 
is currently composer in residence of the 
Gotham Wind Symphony (2004-present). 
As an associate professor at The City 
College of NY (1995-present), Mike directs 
jazz ensembles and teaches courses in jazz 
composition and arranging, and a rhythm 
section seminar. 

Mike is a recent five-time MacDowell 
Fellow (2003-2006, 2009), Ucross 
Foundation Fellow (2007), and 
Corporation of Yaddo Guest (200). 

He recently completed a commission 
from The Philadelphia Museum of Art, 
funded by The Pew Charitable Trust 
and administered by the Philadelphia 
Music Project. This was for Hiding Out, 
an extended work for The Gotham Jazz 
Orchestra which was premiered at the 
museum on February 8, 2008. Other 
recently completed commissions were 



for The Gotham Wind Symphony and 
The University of Michigan. He currently 
holds a commission from Westchester Jazz 
Orchestra. This extended work, Flow; In 
Celebration of the Hudson River, is funded 
by an Individual Artist Grant from New 
York State Council on the Arts, and was 
premiered on April 10, 2010. 

GORDON FOOTE recently accepted a 
position at the University of Toronto as 
Professor in the Jazz Studies Program of 
the Faculty of Music. The most important 
elements of this portfolio will be to direct 
the University of Toronto Jazz Orchestra 
(UTJO). Previous to that, Gordon spent 
twenty-six years as an Associate Professor 
in the Jazz Studies Program at the Schulich 
School of Music of McGill University, in 
Montreal, Quebec. He served as Dean 
(interim), Associate Dean (Academic and 
Student Affairs), Chair of the Department 
of Performance, Director of Graduate 
Studies and Chair of the Jazz Area, as well 
as six years as a professor at St. Francis 
Xavier University in Nova Scotia. Gordon 
is one of the pioneers of jazz education 
in Canada, being instrumental in the 
development and implementation of the 
first undergraduate and graduate university 
jazz studies programs in the country. 
Professor Foote was the coordinator of the 
McGill Jazz Orchestras, and directed McGill 
Jazz Orchestra I. 

Under his direction, the ensemble 
performed throughout the United States 
and Canada, France, Switzerland, England, 
Ireland and Mexico. The ensemble has 
released nine recordings. As a saxophonist 
and clinician for Conn-Selmer, Gordon 
has performed in Canada, Europe and 
the United States. He has also served as 
the Quebec representative to the IAJE, the 
Director of Education for IAJE Canada 
and as President of Jazz Canada. His 
studies at the University of Minnesota and 
the University of North Texas combined 


with 38 years of performing and teaching 
experience, leave him as probably the 
most respected and requested adjudicator, 
conductor, clinician and jazz educator/ 
performer in Canada. 

JIM LEWIS is a freelance trumpet player, 
improviser, composer/arranger and 
educator. He is a member of the Paul Read 
Orchestra (Arc-en-ciel), Frank Lozano 
Group (Colour Fields), Christine Duncan’s 
Element Choir (Live at Rosedale United), 
Mark Segger Sextet (The Beginning), 
and the improvising Trio with Andrew 
Downing and Jean Martin (On a Short 
Path From Memory to Forgotten). He can 
be heard in clubs in the Toronto area, and 
across the country as a sideman and with 
his own projects from duo to sextet. Jim 
has been featured on CBC’s Jazzbeat, and 
Radio-Canada, and has played Jazz Festivals 
across Canada, in the United States and 
Europe with some of Canadas most creative 
jazz musicians and improvisers. 

In 2004 he completed a Masters 
Degree in Performance (Concentration 
in Jazz) at the University of Louisville, 
where he studied trumpet performance 
with Dr. Michael Tunnell, composition 
and arranging with John LaBarbera and 
improvisation with Jamey Aebersold. 

Jim is the Musical Director of the Ottawa 
Jazz Festival’s annual ‘Youth Jazz Summit’, 
and the ‘Galaxie Rising Stars’ bringing 
together Canadian jazz students aged 17 
- 22 to rehearse, workshop, and perform 
during the Ottawa Jazz Festival. He 
has adjudicated festivals and presented 
workshops across Canada and in the U.S.A., 
including clinics, a research paper and 
performing groups at the International 
Association of Jazz Educators Conferences 
in Chicago, New York, Anaheim and New 
Orleans. 

Jim is currently a Lecturer in the Jazz 
Studies Department at the University of 
Toronto.
